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Pareekshit was the pøsthumous son of the valiant 
Abhimanyu, and the grandson of the Pandova prince, 
Arjuna. Whi le yet in the womb of his mother, he was 
the target of the fatal Brahmastra, released by 
Ash watt hama, son of Drona, but Lord Krishna saved 
him* 

It is interesting to note that according to Puranic 
traditions, the Kali Yuga (era) is soid to have started 
from the year of his accession, which is also the yeor 
in which Lord Krishna left the earth, for his celestial 
abode, Votkuntha. 

In this book is given a mythological account of 
Pareekshit’s death at the hånds of the Naga King, 
Takshoko* Many schotars, includtng Shri R.C.Majumdcr 
and Shri A.D* Pusalker, hold that this clash with the 
Nagas could be a genuine h is tor i ca 1 faet. They feel 
that taking advantage of the weokened condition of 
the successors of Dhritarashtra, after the Mahabharata 
War, Takshoko, the King of Gandhara, might have 
marched against Hastinapura and Pareekshit might 
have died in his attempt to check thetr ottack. The 
“sarpasatra", referred to in the story might be nothing 
but the attempts of Janamejaya, the son of Pcreekshit, 
to avenge his fother's death.
